A’ a knowledge of the events which went to 
make up “She” is desirable (though not ajpse- 
lutely necessary) for the thorough enjoym: nt of 
“Ayesha,” we will append, for the benefit of 
those who have not read “She,”’ or who have . 
forgotten it, a brief synopsis: 

Some three hundred years before Christ, Kal- 
likrates, an Egyptian priest of Isis, though of 
Greek extraction, broke his vow of celibacy 
and fled from Egypt with Amenartas, a Prin- 
cess of royal blood. The vessel in which they 
embarked was wrecked on the African coast, 
but they’ survived and made their way into the 
interior, where they were entertained by the 
Queen of a mighty, though savage, people-« 
white woman of transcendant loveliness, wi.o 
always went velled. This Queen, whose name 
was Ayesha, though she was known to her sub- 
jects. only as-‘She,” or “She-Who-Must-Re 
Obeyed,”’ fell In love with Killikrates, and 
would have slain Amenartas and taken him to 
husband, had he not feared her and refused. 
Enraged, she slew him, but Amenartas esca ped 
and eventually reached Athens, where a son 
was born to her. To him she entrusted the task 
of seeking out his father’s murderess and. «lay- 
ing her, and also of learning the secret of !m- 
mortality which Ayesha is supposed to pos ess, 
This mission was handed down from generation 
to generation, and all who undertook the quest 
failed. 

Finally, in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century, Leo Vincey, a young Englishman, 
and his guardian, Horace Holly, became 
much interested in the story and resolve to 
vestigate it. After ‘many thrilling adventur 
they find in the heart of Africa the land of 
Kor, over which Ayesha still reigns. “She” be- 
Heves Leo to be a reincarnation of Killikratea, 
and when she finds she has a rival-for his «af- 
fection in a beautiful native woman “She” kills 
her, and thereby incurs Leo’s hatred, whict, 
however, chances to absolute infatuation when 
“She” reveals herself to him in all her love- 
liness, Ayesha then takes him and Holly to 
bathe in the flame of a mysterous pillar of 
fire, to which she is indebted for both her radi- 
ant beauty and her longevity. To reassure 
them, she herself steps first into the flames but 
instead of adding to her loveliness ag she had. 
expected, her youth and beauty fall from her 
like a garment, and she shrivels up and per- 
ishes before their eyes. Ere she dies, however, 
she calla to her lover: “Forget me not—have 
pity on my shame. I die not. I shall come 
again and shall once more be beautiful. I 
swear it—it is true." Leo and Holly then make 
their way back to civilization. It is at this 
point that the story of “Ayesha”. begins.

Willcox of Corneil University shows shat in 30 years 
the number of school teachers in t United States 
has more than doubled. There are more teachers 
than there are lawyers, doctors and preachers com- 
In order to ascertain how the supply of teach- 
ers colmppares with the demand, Prof. Willcox com- 
puted the ratio of the number of teachers to the total 
number of persons from 5 to 2 years of age. 
way it was founa that in ‘‘continental United States”’ | 
in Iv there were 140 teachers for every 10,000 persons 
of the age spectfied, which Fepresénts an average of 
One teacher fur 7] potential pupils. Accerding to tnis 
method of comparison, the supply of teachers is in- 
creasing ano has more than doubled within the last 
30 years. since in 1870 there were only 73 teachers to 
evry 10,00 persons of teachable age, or one teacher 
for 157 potential pupils. It should be understood that 
no ilistinction is made between teachers in schools 
aud those in colleges and universities, and that the 
reckoning of pupils from the age of 5 years to 2 
years cuvers the college period. 

Prof. Willcox finds that the proportion of teachers 
in continental United States is smaller than in En- 
gland and Waies,but greater than in Germany, France, 
Italy, Canuda, Mexico or Cuba. The proportion in

A clause was placed 
in the contract requiring that, as part of the aceent- 
ance tnals, the boat must be required to pass a <er- 
tain mark at a given speed and be broucht to a state 
of rest before passing a second mark-boat placed at a 
specified distance from the first boat. The conlitions 
were considercd to be so onerous that there was 


considerable difficulty in getting a bidder, the con- 
tract finally being placed with the Fairfield conrpany. 
The two _mark-boats were moored at a distance of 
100 meters, or 10 yards, and the steamer passe! the 
first boat at siightly over the specified speed of 12 
knots an hour. The turbines were at Once reversed, 
and the steamer stopped and began to go astern a 
few yards short of the second mark-boat, . It is stated 
that the time taken in coming to a full stop was « 
seconds. This is an excellent performance for a ves 
sel driven by screw propellers, and places the tu: 
bine steamer well on a par in respect of Its stopping 
ability with those driven by reciprocating engines.

SAFETY IN COAL MINES. 

Among miners, where the underground workings are 
lighted by electric incandescent lamps, there is often 
@ tendency to be careless in the handling of the 
lamps. As the light is not naked, it is cons'’dered that 
the lamps may be laid down anywhere without fear 
or danger. Some experimenté that have been carried 
out In England, however, prove the fallacy of this 
contention, and show that an incandrscent electric 
lamp is equally as dangerous if not properly handed 
as a naked light. The investigations of Mr. Ul. ‘Iall, 
one of the British Government inspectors of coal 
mines, showed that when a 16-candle-power lamp wis 


covered with coal dust, the generation of heat wag 
so rapid that within four minutes a temperature of 


450 degrees F. was attained, and the bulb 
burst. His investigations also showed that when the 
heat had risen to a certain point evidences of spon- 


taneous combustion developed, and although the lemp ;' 
was then removed from the coal, heat gencration still 


continued, and finally the coal burst tnto flatnie. In 
another case the investigator imbedded a 190-volt 18- 
candle-power lamp in a heap of coal dust. Within 
three minutes smoke was emitted from the dust. ani 
in another case where the lamp was simply laid down 
upon the heap, flame burst out in the course of %% 


minutes. Col'lery managers should therefore imp oss 


upon the miners the great danger, when stoppine 
work for a few minutes, attending the layine dowa 
of the lamp uron the ground. It should always be 
suspended, with the hulb free from contact on all 
sides. Every care shou'd also be displayed tn handa- 
ling the rlobes so as to avoid breakage, az the fn- 
stantaneovs exposure of the incandescent flamant 
when the bu'h bursts f« sufficient to create a violent 
explosion shonld any firedamp he present. A short 
time back a terrible explosion ececurred tn a French 
coal mine, by means of which 16 men Inet thelr 
Nves owirg to the ienition of the firedamp by the 
bursting of an incandéscent bu)b.

SUNK BY PERRY 


Plan to Recover British War- 
ships Sunk Long Ago’Stirs 
Up Canada.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. W.—Agitation 
by Canadian newspapers threatens to 
precipitate an internal controversy over 
the proposed raising and rémoval to 
Detroit of three British war vessels 
sunk in the River Thames in the fa- 
mous land and naval battle of Oct. 5, 
{8128. These vessels were a part of the 
British fleet that was defeated by Com- 
modore Perry at Put-in-Bay, ‘and were

The vessels were forgotten until sev- 
eral years ago, when unusually low 
water in the Thames revealed one of 
them. A plan was originated to' have 
them recovered, brought to Detroit and 
presented to the city as memorials. No 
action was taken, however, uctil several 
days ago, when a Detroit exploring 
party, headed by C. M. Burton and 
Charles L. Clark, quietly began opera- 
tions. So far the work of the explorers 
and their divers have resulted in the 
definite location of three vessels one- 
and a half, two and six miles up stream 
from Chatham. The vessels are partly 
or wholly covered with sand and earth. 
In the one most exposed the hull was 
found to contain boxes and barrels of 
eannon balls and other stores. Further 
search is expected to reveal chests of 
silver, which records in possession of 
the explorers show were taken upon the 
boats. 

Mr. Burton, in speaking of the explo- 
rations, said that he expected no serious 
difficulty as the result of interference 
by the Dominion government. He de- 
clared the vessels were now private 
property, and that he would be able to 
effect a bargain whereby he could take 
them over. If plans are. carried out, the 
vessels will be presented to the City of 
Detroit and be placed in a specially con- 
structed ‘museum on Belle Isle. News- 
papers«-of the Canadian side, however, 
are vigorously protesting g~gainst such 
action, and it is not unlikely that the 
Dominion government will be called up- 
on to take action In the matter.

Col. Roosevelt was 
first to the top. While he was waiting 
for the rest of them to arrive he ex- 
plored the crags at the top of the 
mountain and found an eagle's nest 
full of one young eagle. He caught it 
and brought it home with him. When 
Republican-~ National Convention 
was held at Philadelphia in 1990 Col. 
Roosevelt stampeded the convention by 
releasing the bird in the hall. He was 
nominated for Vice-President. 

The next day, when they got back 
home, the Colonel gave his eagle a silk 
worm. 

Since then the Roosevelt eagle has 
become a big, strong bird. It has whis- 
kers upon its legs. It does secret serv- 
ice for the President. It goes off on a 
reconnaissance every week or so. When 
the trouble between the United States 
and Morocco arose over Perdicaris the 
eagle went over there and took an ac- 
counting of Moroccos naval strength. 
It reported that the Sultan had a big 
fleet, but that it was entirely made up 
of ships of the desert—camels. 

This. encouraged the President. to 
throw the bluff into Morocco so strong 
that Raisuli handed fPerdicaris over 
the next Wednesday and apologized for 
this and some other offenses of which 
he had not been suspected. 

Subsequently, trouble broke out  be- 
tween some of the Latin-American re- 
publics «and their European creditors. 
It louked like they would be seized for 
debt. Mr. Rooseveit sent the American 
eagle down there, and came out with 
a corollary to the Monroe doctrine. The 
monarchs of Europe didn’t know what a 
corollary was, but they suspected it to 
be something awful. They made their 
subjects take notes underwritten by the 
United States. In this way money lend- 
ing to American republics by European 
financiers has been put upon a non- 
usurious basis, with the result that 
Suuth and Ceniral America won't be 
able to borrow any more money and 
will have tv go to work. 
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The stork is the President's pet. 
the folk lore of Central Europe 
stork. was always credited with bring- 
ing the babies. One day the President 
was over in the census office, looking 
at the population figures. He discov- 
ered that births had fallen off amaz- 
ingly: 

“We need more storks and less dodo 
birds in this country,” he said. 

This was a bold thing to say, and it 
isn’t surprising to know that it brought 
on a good many squalls. Of course, 
that isn’t a kind name for them, but 
they do cry more or less, don't they” 

The President's devotion to the stork 
has been constant aid insistent. And 
it has had its effect. There were more 
go-carts sold in the United States last 
vear than were sold in the three coun- 
tries of France, England and Spain. 
The entire overproduct of the French 
gocart factories was sold over here. 

There is no bird in the President's 
aviary which puts in more overtime 
than the stork. It hasn't had any va- 
cation this year, and it won't get any, 
either. What, a vacation in the face 
of the returns from Germany: 
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The dove is the latest addition to the 
Roosevelt aviary. It cooed the peace 
of Portsmouth. The whole world re- 
gards it with wonder today, for no siren 
has wrought such a miracle since 
Ulysses succumbed to the dulcet deary- 
dearies of Calypso.

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IN THREE HOURS 


Convict, Not Confined When 
Sentenced, Got Benefit of 
Good-Behavior Allowance, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan.., Sept. 2. 
For a prisoner to serve only three 
hours in the penitentiary for an origin- 
al sentence of one year and one day is 
unusual., This is true in the case of T. 
J. Attaway. It was through the recent 
ruling of the Attorney-General of the 
United States that the prisoner was re- 
leased from confinement under these 
circumstances. Attaway was brought 
to the Federal Penitentiary by Marshal 
B. H. Colbert of the southern district 
of the Indian Territory. He was sent- 
enced at Chickasha, ‘I. T., to serve a 
sentence of one year and one day for 
false pretense. The sentence was given 
on Oct. 19, 1904, 

Instead of bringing the 
the Federal Penitentiary at that time 
to serve out his sentence he was al- 
lowed to go out on a suspended sent- 
ence and it was not until Aug. 9 that 
the court ordered that he be brought 
to the Federal Penitentiary to serve out 
his time. 

The Attorney-General had ruled that 
aliowances of good conduct should com- 
mence from the date of sentence and 
not from the time the prisoner is re- 
ceived at the penitentiary. This ruling 
Was made June 19, 190. <Attaway Was 
therefore entitled to a deduction from 
his sentence of two months and twelve 
days which would cause his term to 
expire on Aug. 7 of this year. 

The prisoner could not be released 
in the Indian Territory on ‘this ruling 
for the reason that he had to -be 
brought to the prison and it was for 
the reason that the marshal. wished toa 
comply with the ruling of the court 
that the prisoner was sent here even 
after his sentence had expired. 

Attaway was received at the 
in the customary Muaner. He was 
taken to the deputy’s Office and the 
Warden had a receipt for the prisoner 
given to the marshal. ‘The prisoner 
was compelled to be photographed the 
Same as any other convict for the rea- 
son that the officials wished to have 
some evidence that they had him in 
confinement for a time at least. He 
was given a bath and forced to wear 
the regular prison clothes while he 
Was being measured and photographed 
by the record = clerk. Inimediately 
after these duties were performed he 
was given a new sult of citizen's cloth- 
ing and was’ordered discharged by the 
warden. In compliance with the law 
governing the discharge of prisoners 
the officials gave him the new suit of 
clothing, a railroad ticket to his bona 
fide residence and $5 in cash.

Khaki-clad sons of the Southland by 
day patrol the streets of this little (but, 
oh my!) mining village, and by night 
do sentry duty on Hobb’s Hill and other 
heights overlooking Tracy City, just as 
their fathers and grandfathers did on 
Lookout Mountain, not so many miles 
away, almost a half century ago. 

It is no joke, this picketing of Tracy 
City. While there is no avowedly hos- 
tile army camped near by, there are 
hundreds of men living amid the brush 
on the mountain sides who have sharp- 


shooting ability of high order, who are 
laboring under the strain of Trea. or 
fancied grievances, and who regard the 
presence of Tennessee's soldiery as an 
invasion of their rights. 

In the past some of these men have 
earned a reputation for adopting radi- 
cal methods to accomplish their euds. 
They burned stockades when the State 
was employing convict .abor in tne 
Yracy City mines and drove the con- 
victs off the mountain. They are cred- 
ited with having routed, too, companies 
of soldiers whom the State sent to pro- 
tect the convicts. More recently men 
who live on this mountain Nave assas- 
sinated two men and seriously wounded 
another because they were about to 
open a non-union coal mine. Incidentally, 
they have done some promiscuous and 
unhealthy shooting. Had this occurred 
in a community whose previous repu- 
tation for orderly conduct was im- 
miaculate, the developments might have 
been different. But when these tragic 
tales of Tracy City reached the ears ot 
Gov. John Isaac Cox at Nashville, 
coupled with a report from Sheriff Gus 
Meeks that he was unable to cope with 
the situation, the Third Tennessee, Col. 
Carey Spence commanding, was ordered 
to the mountain top to keep order. 

It arrived Monday and has kept per- 
fect peace since. But threats are free- 
ly made that miniature war will break 
out again when the soldiers leave. It 
is even possible it may occur while they 
are there. 

All Tennessee. is agitated over the 
possibility ofa latter-day ‘‘battle above 
the clouds.” All Tennessee is talking 
about the action of Gov. Cox in chas- 
ing Col. Spencer’s command from the 
dress parades and dances of its annual 
encampment at Harriman to the stern 
Tealities of duty at Tracy City. The 
officials of the Miners’ Union are a 
unit in declaring the presence of the 
troops unnecessary. So do the mem- 
Ders of the union. Everybody else, 
however, seems satisfied at the Gov- 
@rnor’s action. 

One of the most picturesque phases 
of the seemingly perennial conflict be- 
“tween labor and capital is illustrated 
by the story of which the present sit- 
uation may or may not be the climax. 
There have been, of course; Titanic 
Struggles between the forces of the 
Opposing sides. even much more gigan- 
tic mining controversies. but none com- 
bires the unique and dramatic situa- 
tions embodied in the present “argu- 
ment."’ 


_ Setting of the Stage. 


In the first place, the stage for a 
labor controversy was never placed in 
am more beautiful setting.

Radiating 
from this center are modest cottages 
of miners and a few stores which sup- 
ply miners. The magnificent home oi 
Col. A. M. Shook, the residence of EB 
L.. Hampton and the $40,000 college build- 
ing, which Col. Shook presented to the 
city, are the exceptions. The cottages 
spread out far and wide over the hills 
and dimpling cuts in the mountain and 
out in the direction of -the various 
mines. There are eight or ten now in 
operation. They are located at places 
known as Coalmont, Flat Branch, Rod- 
dy Springs, Brushy Ridge, Staub, West 
Ramsey and Reid Hill.

Miners Burrow in Hills. 


It is avout one mile east of the city, 
nearer than any of the others. Un- 
like coul mines in the vicinity of St. 
Louis, these’are not reached by holes 
im the top, from which the miners are 
lowered in a bucket with a rope at- 
tached. Instead, the exits and en- 
irances are cut in the sides of the hiils 
and the coal and slate carried out on 
tracks level with the ground. 

The Reid Hill Mine was owned and 
operated by the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
& Railway Co. for several years, prior 
.o June, 194. It employed union men. 
At that time the company. closed Reid 
Hill, along with other mines in Tennes- 
see and Alabama. It has since opened 
others with nonunion men. It did not 
attempt to open Reid Hill. Probably 
200 union miners became idle when Reid 
Hill shut down. 

ther mines on the mountain. were 
operated by the Nunnelly Ridge Coal 
Co., of which E. Lee Hampton is Presi« 
deut. A few months ago Mr. Hampton 
and others acquired control of the Reid 
Hill and West Ramsey mines from the 
1ennessee Coal, Iron & Railway Co., 
purchasing under the name of the Ten- 
nessee Consolidated Coal Cy. Mr. 
Hampton's olher company, the Nunnel- 
ly-Ridge, had heen operating its plants 
as nonunion mines since March 24 last, 
when @ strike was declared by. the un- 
ion employes. He decidéd to open Reig 
Fliill as a nonunion mine. Instead of 
operating it himself, he leased the mine 
to James Nust and John McGovern of 
Tracy City. Rust was a youth of 23, 
who had been a bookkeeper for the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railway OOw 
ana had risen in its employ from oftice 
boy. He was never a miner. Mctjov- 
ern is an older man, probably 40. He 
had been a miner, an active union min- 
er. It Is said he was at one time Presi- 
dent of a miners’ local union at Tracy. 
However, it seems that he withdrew 
from the union. Union officials say he 
withdrew after the strike had been de- 
clarcd at the Nunnéliy-Ridge mines. 


There was a particularly bitter fee}- 
ing against McGovern on the part of 
the union miners and the feeling ex- 
tended, in a way, to Rust, his associate 
lesseo Of what they called a “ge ib’ 
mine, It was announced publicly ‘that 
the mine wou'd be opened Thursday of 
last week and on that day Rust, Me- 
Govern and about 12 employes, one of 
them “Dick” Henley, kept their prom- 
ise and opened the mine. Threats had 
been made, it appears, that the mine 
would never be run aS a nonunion mine.

From that 
point the prior owners of the mine had 
cut an arm through themine to an exit 
on the south. This exit opened on a firt 
surface, where the slate Was hauled out 
and dumped. Just past the slate dump 
was a small guiley from which another 
hill arose, thickly covered with under- 
brush. 

After being in the mine about an hour 
With the Sheriff, his deputy ang the 
workmen, Rust and McGovern, walkea 
out of the exit, accompanied, it hap- 
pened, only by Henley. They had taken 
but a few steps when at least three 
rifles cracked out in the underbrush,

1 told him I couldn't do it, as 
I had to guard the rest of the men and 
the bodies of Rust and Henley. 1 
couldn’t see anybody in the thicket, 
and I did not pursue the men who d:d 
the shooting.” 

The triple shooting set the 
mountain aflame with excitement. 

The excitement was increased the nex! 
day when it was reported that anothe 
nonunion miner had been shot at on

It was further aug- 
mented the following day when the 
funeral of Rust and Henley occurred. 
The mountain air was charged and sur- 
charged with reputed threats and sto- 
ries of additional assassinations in 
prospect. 

Sunday Sheriff Meeks formally re- 
qvested the Governor to send troops. He 
said such threats had been made against 
the life of himself and his deputies as 
to make it unsafe for him to make any 
arrests. 

Gov. Cox had previously kept in 
touch with the situation. He had kept 
himself advised of developments from 
the time he received the report of the 
assassination uf Rust and Henley. He 


had yuietly arranged with Adjutant- 
General Harvey H. Hannah to have the. 
Third Regiment ready to break its en- 
campment at Harriman and start for 
Tracy City at notice. 

On receipt of Meeks’ message Gov. 
Cox secretly ordered the militia to start 
for Tracy and then started there him- 
He arrived here Sunday. In the 
afternoon he eddressed the citizens, in 
the evening the miners. The men troin 
the backwoods and the mountain sides 
carrie in to hear him. Gov. Cox told’ 
beth assemblages the same things. He | 
said the great State of Tennessee would 
not attempt to settle the disputes be- 
tween capital aud labor or between 
union and nonunion men, but that it 
would see that peace and order were 
preserved and would send troops to 
Tracy for that purpose. In fact he had 
started them here at the time.

COAL CHEAPER THAN 
EVER NEXT WINTER 


St: Louis Householders Have 
Joyous Prospect, Says 
Fuel Dealer, 


DELIVERY IS EASIER NOW 


Strike Not Likely and Consum- 
er Will Be Aided by Lower 
Freight Rate. 


_ Prospects for an inexhaustible coal 
Supply for St. Louisans next winter, 
and that with no advance in prices, 
were never so bright as at the present 
time,’ said Edward Devoy of the.firm 
of Devoy & Feuerborn to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday. 

“St. Louis dealers have absolutely 

nothing to do with fixing the price of 
hard coal,” said Mr. Devoy. “That is 
arbitrarily fixed by the Eastern mine 
operators, and all the Western dealers 
can do is to dance to their music. 
- On the Ist of April we got our prices 
on anthracite coal for the year. Every 
month there is an extra 10 cents added 
to every ton of hard coal sold. Hard coal 
now sells from $8.15 to $8.40 per ton. 
The lower price is for the furnace size 
and the higher price is for the smaller 
sizes. The prices now lack 10 cents per 
ton of being at their maximum. The 
last raise will come Oct. 1, and then 
“there is little likelihood of the price go- 
ing any higher. 

“The soft coal situation, so far as 
St. Louis is concerned, is particularly 
bright. At present there are about five 
hundred carloads used daily in St. 
Louis. This coal comes chiefly from 
the Illinois coal fields, and practically 
all within a radius of 100 miles of this 
city. There is no chance of any trou- 
bies arising over the labor situation, 
for there have been no strikes of any 
consequence, and operators and miners 
have agreed,on a schedule to last until 
April 1, 199. There can be no general 
Strike before that time.

D., Sept. 2:—After 
receiving $140,000 of Government money 
and spending it almost as, quickly, the 
more than 5000 members of the Rosebud 
sioux tribe have returned to their homes 
and the white city which grew on the 
prairies of the reservation in a night 
as disappeared,

convocation as that of this entire Sioux 
irioe, for paint and feathers were showa 
precisely as in the old days, squaws 
appeared in finest beads and blankets, 
and a feature of the festivities was tne 
vriginal war dance. It was also the oc- 
casion of meeting Indian Commissioner 
Francis E. Leupp and the presentation 
to him of an elegant saddle. The money 
consisted of the first payment for lands 
thrown open to settlement last year. 

It was a scene never to be forgotten 
by those who had the privilege of see- 
ing#it. The agency is situated in a val- 
ley surrounded by high hills and from 
the tops of these could be seen for miles 
around the camps of Indians, district 
by district, making the white city born 
over night. 

The payment was to begin on Thurs- 
day morning, but the natives had been 
pouring into the agency since the Fri- 
day before, so by the time the payment 
began, most of the 5000 Indians of the 
reservation were in camp about the 
agencysand then one could walk for 
miles from camp to camp noting their 
manner of living, their gala dresg, their 
saddle blankets, bridles, baby cribs, all 
sew-gaws, peace pipes, tobacco pouches, 
done in elaborate beadwork, It was a 
poor time for the collector, however, 
as merest trifles would be priced by 
the squaw at “‘wik cem na” ($10), for 
she felt independently wealthy in the 
prospect of receiving twenty-five silver 


dollars. 


Indians Guard the Money. 
Sixteen faithful Indian potice had 
brought the money in silver dollars in 
bags from the nearest station, so all was 
in readiness for Thursday morning. 
Fully an hour before the time for the 
payment the vard around the Govern- 


ment building was one big swarm of 


red-men. Their wives and families! 
sought to while away the time until 
their riches should come to them. They ~ 
sang Indian songs, wild, weird and un- 
canny to the ears of the whites. The 
peace pipe was passed from one brav 
to another and stories of past deeds wi! 
and daring were told to an appreciativ: 
audience, at the close of which the wil 
trill of the squaws would break out a: 
a cheer or encore. 

All the pretty garments which had 
been held for generations were worn 
There is the one made of buckskin and 
trimmed in beads and porcupine work; 
some of Indian cloth trimmed with elk 
teeth; children walked heavily in suits 
of solid bgadwork, while others were 
happy in plain little buckskin suits 
trimined with a fringe of itself. There 
were also to be seen such freaks 4s 
beaded sunbonnets and beaded satchels, 
a queer mixture of civilization and bar- 
barism. 


The chiefs walked around looking 
very ‘mportant with eagle feathers in 
their hair. There was Hollow Horn 
Bear, as important as an owner of the 
agency or the Government. So impress- 
ive was his dignity that even a white 
man felt honored when he received from 
him a formal ‘‘How."' For had he not 
been to Washington and ridden in the 
inaugural parade? There were also 
“High Hawk,’ stern under his eagle 
feathers prominently displayed, and 
“Two Strikes,”’ looking kind and ven- 
erable In his blue-beaded bianket. 


Kickers All Satisfied. 


All winter there had been mutterings 
of an uprising because the Great Fath- 
er had decided to hold back the money 
for the minor children until they were 
18 years of age, and many had declared | 
thex would not take their money. But! 
as the Government building doors were 
swung open and the biggest ‘‘kicker’’ 
was invited to receive his $25, ‘he made 
no objections, but took his money meek- 
ly and gratefully. 

They were paid by districts. Full- 
blooded Sioux marched to the door side 
by side with others so white that they | 
might pass and mot be suspected of | 
Indian blood. After receiving their | 
money, they went quickly to the post

trader and exchanged their money for 
bright clothing and trinkets, just like 
so many children. 

After disposing of their money, they 
gathered in groups outside the stockade 
surrounding the Government buildings 
and began again their singing, speeches 


and dances. A favorite form of amuse- 
ment seemed to be for some brave to 
sing a plaintive song, giving heroic 
names to Indian children, lately born, 
whose relatives were present and would 
be likely to appreciate it. These rela- 
tives are then supposed to pay the 
brave something or give him a dollar's 
worth of provisions. This was always 
gratefully given, as the name was al- 
ways flattering and in the song were 
many pleasing allusions to the relatives. 

There were pitiful sights as well, old 
blind men led by wives nearly as blind; 
aged braves left to wander helplessly 
by themselves, as the Indians do not 
care for their aged; little children with 
running sores, which, added to filth, 
made a disgusting sight. 


Dance for Leupp. 

For the Commussion of Indian Affairs 
a grand dance had been arranged for 
Friday afternoon and extra furbelows 
had been added to it for the occasion. 
About 4 o'clock a drum calied the braves 
and their squaws to assemble in camp 
to dress. They were allowed an hour, 
when the -drum again sounded, calling 
them to the dance in front of the two 
stores. The scene at this dance was of 
wonderful colorings, as the western sun 
made the rich tints in the blankets of 
the squaws more brilliant and glistened 
from the head-dresses of the men . as 


hills from their camp west of the agency 
with their “Hi ya, hi ya!’’ Some of the 
gowns worn by the squaws were expen- 
sive enough to grace an inaugural ball. 
although the style might have been 
questioned. The men’ were dressed as 
nearly as nature garbed them as civil- 
ization would allow, with paint and 
feathers galore in Meu of clothes. One 
brave had one leg painted red, the other 
black with red stripes across his fore- 
head to correspond, elaborate trappings 
around his waist, with an eagle taH and 
head dress and a turkey wing in his 
hand. There was ‘‘Lance,’’ who prided 
himself upon the number of white men 
he had Killed. ,with a real scalp in his 
hand, a wicked glance in his eye. There 
was “High Hawk,’’ dignified and sedate, 
going through the figures of the dance 
as indifferent to the vulgar gaze of the 
multitude as if it were a real dance be- 
fore war. There was “Mrs. Four Feath- 
ers,"’ who has danced before most of 
the crowned heads of Europe, so was not 
abashed when she danced before the 
Commissioner. She had an e'aborate 
and really beautiful buckskin gown, and 
was anxious that all should notice her. 


In the war dance, tne men sat in the 
center of the circle and the women stood 
around and sang a song of encou:age- 
ment to the braves before they were to 
start for the battlefield. Then the braves 
got up and acted out a waf tn panto- 
mime, and a vivid imagination was nec- 
essary to follow them. After the dance 


the Commissioner was invited into the 
circle and presented with an e! nt 
saddle banket by the wife of one of the 
chiefs. Speeches of good will were 
made, The circle was broken up, and 


they came trooping down one of the 


the {[ndians hurried to break camp and 
return to their homes on the reservation.

IBERT BRUCE MANTELL is a native 
R of Irvine, Ayrshire, Scotland, which is 
close to the birthplace of the poet 
Burns. He began his career in the Lancashire 
town of Rochdale, in England, when he was 
18 years old. He played there the 
Sergeant in ‘‘Arrah-na-Pogue,’’ and Father

BANGOR, Me.,; Sept 2.—In Maine 
divorce is almost as easily secured as 
in South Dakota, and every year ths 
number of applicants for the legal sun 
dering of marriage tiles increases. 

In the year ended June 30, accordin: 
to the report of Dr. A. G. Young, Stat 
Register of Vital Statistics, there wer 
decreed in Maine $46 divorces, or on 
divorce for every 6.6 marriages solemn 
ized. 

Some of the causes for which divorces 
were granted are: Adultery, 103, or 1 
per cent of the whole number; extrem: 
cruelty, 1 per cent; desertion, 260, or 26. 
per cent; intoxication, 14, or 13.2 per 
eent; cruel and abusive treatment, 391, 
or 41.3 per cent; failure to support, %, 
or 2.5 per cent. The other divorces 
were granted for multiple or associateu 
causes. 

The wife was libellant in 684 cases and 
the husband in 202. 

Five divorces were granted before th 


married life had lasted six months, l. 
before one year, 265 after from one te 
five years, 25] after five to 10 years, 
280 after to W ears, 101 after 20 to 
30 years, 29 after more than 30 years o! 
married life, while in four cases it was 
not stated how long they had been mar- 
ried. 

The ratio of one divorce to every 
seven marriages is among the highes: 
in the Union, where the ratio nowhere 
exceeds one to seven. Cruel and abus- 
ive treatment is the ground on which. 
most of the divorces were sought.

It involves a satisfactory answer tu} 
several tnquirles: 

First—How far can expenditures be 
'retrenched without crippling either the 
‘growth of the business or the business 
of. the Government? 

Second—How much of the present ex- 
penditures are temporary and how long 
is the present high rate of expenses 
likely to continue? 

Third—What is the aggregate of ex- 
penditures on account of permanent in- 
veetments and how long will these con- 
tinue? 

Fourth—If after all these have been 
considered, there stil! remains a seri- 
ous difference between receipts and ex- 
penses. in what way can revenues best 
be increased? , 

“Investigation may show,” said Mr. 
McCleary “that it is not necessaray to 
increase our revenues at all. If, how- 
;ever, this must be done, four ways oc. 
‘cur to me in which more money may 
be raised—revisions of the tariff; im- 
position of a tax on bank checks, stocks, 
bonds, patent medicines, etc.; additiona) 
taxes on tobacco, whisky, beer, etc. 
and a tax on coffee. 

Revision of the tariff is the last that 
would appeal to me; it ought not be at- 
tempted save as a last resort. I am 
not prepared to express an opinion on 
the subject of the reimposition of some 
of the Spanish war taxes. It seems to 
me that whisky, beer and tobacco are 
bearing their share of taxation, but 
on this proposition [ am not committed.

Suy the 
founder, almost all of wnose sons’ fo.- 
tunes are swaliowed up in the downtfaii. 
Besides his personal fortune, the figure 
of which is uncertain, Cronier is Knowa 
to have lost at least $18,0u0,000 borrowed 
from the Say refinery with the ‘full cun- 
sent of the other directors; other sums 
lent by the Egyptian Sugar Refinery, 
which Cronier himself founded, and siill 
other suens confided to the great specu- 
lator by personal friends, who trusted 
his judgment and skill to make them 
also mulilti-millionaires. 

The Say Refinery Itself can continue 
to pay its qbligations, since it has long 
been on# of the prosperous concerns in 
Europe, but the fortunes left by the 
original Henry Say to his sons form a 
sort of trust fund of which Cronier was 
administrator, and this. has been en- 
gaged to such an extent that these 


young men, just reaching their major- 
ity, are quite penniless. 

Although the downfall of Cronier came 
about gradually, occupying about 18 
months, few persons knew he was in 
trouble: his jovial manners and good 
natured banter on the Bourse continued 
till only a few days before his sensation- 
al death. He was at (he seashore wiin 
his family, where he received @ succés- 
sion of telegrams from Paris telling of 
trouble. He came to the city to see if 
there was any way out; he spent three 
days at his residence in the Parc Mon- 
ceau district, quite alone, examining al! 
his papers and trying to figure how he 
might save himself. after full investi- 
gation he saw conditions were hopeless 
and he determined to end his life rac:her 
than face personal disgrace and the re- 
criminations and abuse of those who 
had trusted and depended upon him. 

Cronier swallowed a dose of cyanide of 
potassium, but took too much and be- 
came _ sick. Then he fired a bullet 
straight through his heart. Before he 
killed himself he wrote to his favorite 
son and his family doctor, informing 
them of his desire that they come to see 
him the following morning. When they 
arrived they found he had been dead six 
hours. ‘ 

Cronter, like Julius Jaluzo, head of the

Keeper’s Mangled Body Found 
in Den, Where It Had 
Lain All Night.

LONDON, sept. 2.—William Livesey 
was killed and partially eaten by lions 
in a den at Blackpool. 

Livesey was an assistant keeper of 
beasts, and had been employed by the 
Tower company for several years. He 
was a trustworthy man, and had known 
the lions, which he treated as though 
they were big dogs, since they had been 
cubs. 

Part of his work consisted of lock- 
ing up the premises where the lions 
were kept, and it was in fulfillment of 
‘his duty that he went to the cage 
about 11:30 on the night he met his 


death. 

He lodged in a house quite close to 
the buildings, and after calling there 
for the Keys, he crossed the road, ac- 
wmpanica oy another man. 

It is believed that they both entered 
the animais’ quarters. At any rate, a 
few minutes alterwards Livesey's land- 
lord beard cries of “OU, O!" coming 
from the lion house. Aimost immedi- 
ately the door of the lion house opened 
and there were sounds of a man run- 
ning away. 

The landlord supposed it was his 
1.dger returning, but the man ran past 
and disappeared, and has not been seen 
since 

Meanwhile, Livesey, who had prob- 
ably entered the den to show his ‘coin- 
panion the perfect control he had over 
the beasts, had been attacked and killed 
by the three lions, who gnawed at his 
b dy throughout the night. 

The terrible tragedy Was not discov- 
ered until the following morning, when 
Robert Bonney, who is employed to 
slaughter horses for the menagerie, en- 
tered the lion house and found himself 
confronted by two of the lions who 
had escaped from the cage. 

With remarkable coolness and 
promptitude Bonney seized a_ broom, 
and with this he managed to drive the 
lions back into the cage. 

Then he saw the third lion with its 
paws on the mangied remains o° Live- 
eev. The body was lying half in and 
half out of the entrance, and wth the 
exception of a few rags hud bern 
atripped of cicthing Evidently the pr r 
fellow was set upon just as he got in- 
aide the entrance to the cage.

DEPOSITIONS TELL 
REMARKABLE TALE 


When the Bank Closed He Was 
Sued on Notes He Denounces 


as Forgeries and Has Sued to 
Recover $223,431.31.

CLINTON, Mo., Sept. 2.—Missouri has 
aman who did business for a quarter 
of a century with a bank, depositing 
large sums of money and checking 


against the deposit with»2ut ever hav- 
ing had a passvook and vyithvuul ever 
receiving an accuunting .12 all that 
time. the man is William Adair, a 
stuck farmer in Henry County, about 
10 miles nurth of Clinlun, and the bank 
Whicn sustaineg the other side in tne 
strange business relaiion is the Bank 
of Suimon & pbaimon of this city, nuw 
defunct. 

Many remarkable instances of the 
abiding faith which residents of Clinton 
had in the managers of the Salmovon 
Bank have becume  pubiic since the 
bank failed June 2 last, but none is 
stranger than that of the Henry Coun® 
ty stock raiser, whose business ran into 
an average of $3u,vu 4a year, and wno 
allowed his bankers absolute sway in 
his uccounts without a sing:e question 
during 2 years, 

The strange story is contained in the 
petition of a suit filed in the Circuit 
Court of Henry County under the style, 
“William Adair vs. @. Y. Salmon, ci. 
W. Salmon, the firm of Salmon & Sal- 
mon, Bankers, and John B. Egger, Re- 
ceived of Salmon & Salmon.” 


Wiliam Adair here swears that from 
Jen. 1, 1880, unti: June 2, 1906, he was 
@ regular depusitor of the Salmon bank, 
that during al] that time he made ftre- 
quent deposits in the bank and also ai 
various times drew out a part of these 
deposits by check or order; that at no 
time from 188 to the present time was 
there a settlement between him and 
the bank; that the checks drawn by 
him were not returned to him, but were 
either destroyed by the bank or kept 
in the bank so that he had no oppuor- 
tunity of examining them; that no pass- 
buuvk was furnished to him, showing 
what balance might be due him; that 
both he and the bank allowed the busi- 
ness between them to be kept as a run- 
ning account frum 1880 to the present 
without at any lime asking for or re- 
ceiving a final settlement. 


The amount of business done between 
Adair and the bank under these condi- 
tions is astounding. The individual ac- 
count kept by the bank with Adair 
shows that he checked out during the 
25 years he did business with the bank 
the ainount of $725,415.24 This is the 
Stateicent of the bunk itself. 

The amounts of these checks ranged 
from very small amounts up to $29,000, 
The charges made against the Adair 
account by the bank in May, 1906, the 
last complete month before the bank 
failed, show the character of his with- 
drawalis:

to pay for such purchases. The small- 


er checks he drew were for personal 
and family expenses. 

‘He had a confidence in the Salmons 
and in Tom Casey that was absolute. 
He felt certain that, come what might, 
they would take care of his interests. 
He was not in any way a partner of 
the Salmons in his business. He owned 
his own farm and the stock on it. He 
was concerned with the Salmons in a 
number of other stock companies, but 
his own business was always separate 
from the company business. 

“My father always made his depos- 
its in the bank in the same way. He 
used to ship to commission men and 
packing houses in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. The money for these ship- 
ments was always deposited with the 
correspondents of the Salmon Bank, 
with the Commonwealth Trust Co. or 
the Third National Bank in St. Louis 
and with the Kansas City State Bank in 
Kansas City. This money was deposited 
to*the credit of Salmon & Salmon for the 
use of William Adair. All his ship- 
ments went from Post Oak, Mo., over 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
road.”’ 

This was the condition when, on the 
morning of June 20,'Clifton and Henry 
County were stupefied with amazement 
at the sign on the locked door of the 
Salmon Bank: “This bank is in the 
hands of the Secretary of State.’" So 
firm had been the faith of Clinton in

did Casey do with the money? Did he 
hiroself gain by his forgeries?’’ 

“Uncle Bill’’ went away with a heart 
bleeding for his beggared friend. ‘'The 
Major sure is a thoroughbred,” he tola 
his friends. ‘“‘Theré ain’t no scrub or 
mixed breed in him.”’ 

On July 15 a suit was filed agains 
William Adair to collect .a. note foi 
$2500. Adair was certain he had signec 
no such note and declared it a forgery 
Then an effort was made by the Kansas 
City und St. Louls correspondents o! 
the Salmon bank to coliect notes bear- 
ing what purported -to be his signature 
He declared them to be forgeries an 
for the first time in his life of 75 years 
he engaged a lawyer and appealed t 
court. He asked to have the notes de- 
clared fraudulent. No less than sever 
notes purporting to have been signe: 
by hitn appeared. They had been nego 
tiated by the bank and were all held b) 
outsiders. He sued the holders of the 
notes without waiting for them to in- 
stitute sult against him. He still was 
true to his old friends, the Major anc 
the doctor, though it occurred to him 
that they might have been just a littie 
more watchful of Casey. 

About the middle of August the re- 
ceiver appoinied to wind up the affairs 
uf tne bank filed with the Circuit Court 
his inventory of the assets.of the Sal- 
man Baak. Among them there was 
listed an overdraft of William Adair for 
3494.03. Here was a revelation to Wil- 
liam Adair. It meant that when the 
bank closed its doors there was not 
only not one cent to his credit, but that

the financial sufficiency of the Salmous 
that at first there were stories that 
Maj. Harvey Salmon was coming to 
Clinton carrying in each hand a big 
suitcase full of currency with which 
to rescue the bank from its unaccount- 
able trouble. When finally the actual 
situation Was realized there was bitter 
denunciation of all connected with the 
Salmon Bank. William Adair was 
known as a stauwch friend of the Sal- 
mons and he came in for a share of 
the denunciation. They all supposed he 
was a wealthy man He himse’f sup- 
posed it. He felt certain that through 
the 25 years he had been in business he 
had accumulated’ut least $250,000. 

Knowing little »of the intricacies of 
the banking business he knew nothing 
uf what the fuilure meant to him. He 
imagined that at the worst he would 
stand with the other depositors and re- 
celve a percentage of his deposit. Some 
who were I{n position to know put this 
percentage at 60 and even 60 In the 
eariy days. Now the impression is 
general that not over 10 per cent will 
be paid and some lawyers voice the be- 
lief that there wili be little more than 
enough to satisfy the preferred claims. 

Adair called ou his friend, Maj. Har- 
vey Salmon. 

“Unele Bill,” said the Major, “it came 
to me Uke a ciap of thunder out of a 
clear «ky I never wouid have believed 
that Tom Casey would have committed 
forgery. What can you do against 41 
forget? ! knew nothing at all about 
the bank's affairs. It was all in Tom 
Caseys hands. I trusted him so and 
now he is a forger. I have lost every 
dollar I owe on earth. I am beggared.”’ 

I. wus the same story the Major had 
repeated to all comers in those early 
days when only a little was known of 
the bank's affairs. Even at that time 


there were many who asked: “What

, With the filing of the suit against the 
Salmons the sentiments of the entire 
Adair family toward the Salmons have 
changed. As there are some §& mem- 
bers of the Adair family in and near 
Hlenry County, the children and grand- 
children of three prolific septuagenarian 
Adair brothers, the change In sentiment 
is not tnconsiderable. 


Old Uncle Bill Adair is now 75 years 
old. He has for some time been suf- 
fering with a cancer of the face, and to 
guard against his demise affecting the 
fortune of the suit his deposition was 
taken in. Clinton last week. The part 
of the deposition setting forth his rela- 
tions with the Salmon Bank is as fol- 
lows: 

Q. When did you first begin doing business 
with the bank of Salmon & Salmon? aA. 1 
think they began business 39 years ago last 
spring, right here in this Courthouse yard, in 
a little old building, and I was among the 
first to do business with them.

William Adair refused to accept this 
verdict of his life’s work. His son was 
given permission by the receiver to ex- 
amine the Louks of the bank. Fle listed 
aii the charges 4nd all the deposits 
which the books showed for the 25 
years. The old man had never kept an 
account in his life. The only papers he 
had were scattered about’ his home 
without the slightest care for their 
preservation. They consisted of a few 
railroad waytills that accompanied his 
stock shipments and the receipts show- 
ing that the deposits had been made in 
banks at St. Louis and Kansag City “to 
the credit of Salmon & Sa!mon for the 
use of William Adair.”’ 


“We used to take these receipts,’’ 
says Clay Adair, the son, “and keep 


them until we had telephoned to the 
Salmon & Salmon Bank asking them 
whether they. had received the money. 
They would answer: ‘Yes, we have it 
and have placed it to your credit." Aft- 
er that we considered we had no fur- 
ther use for them and lighted our ci- 
gars with them or threw them away. 
Our search for them now resulted in the 
discovery of only a few of them.” 


Then William Adair filed his suit 
against the Salmons. He set forth in it 
his remarkable sto:y and dec!ared that 
the balance due him from the bank was 
$223,431.31. 

“IT found,”” says Clay Adair, “among 
the papers of the Salmon Benk a num- 
ber of papers reading: ‘Pay to the Rank 
of Calhoun and charge the account of 
William Adair." We never had any 
dealings whatever with the Bank of Cal.

“In the dining rooms of some of the 
hotels at which the players stop while 
traveling they put all the players at 
one table. It’s fun to wateh them flag- 
ging the 18th fellow who comes along 
to the table for a meal. 

“If he doesn’t roll his eyes around 
himself and count the bunch before 
sitting down, there are slways plenty 
of them at the table who will, and 
if the newcomer makes the thirteenth 
he ducks out of the dining room until 
he is joined by one of the other play- 
ers, to make the fourteenth, or waits 
till one of the eaters gets through and 
quits the table.

Omaha Woman Alleges Con- 
spiracy vy ~ of Loeb 
and Wynne. 


“HTRELINGS OF PLATT” 


Detected One, She Says, Try- 
ing to Put Drug in 
Her Soup.

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 2.—Mae Wood, 
who declares that her damage suit 
against Secretary Loeb and others will 
not be dropped, announces today that 
she will shortly file charges with the 
Secretary of State at Washington al- 
leging a conspiracy to assassinate her 
while she was stopping at a hotelin New 
York. Attorneys are now drawing up 
the charges and Miss Wood will go to 
Washington and present them in per- 
son. 

“Wynne, Loeb and the rest of them,”’ 
declares Miss Wood, “‘knew it was nec- 
essary to get me out of the way. to fur- 
ther the political scheme they were 
working on Senator Platt, but when 
they found I was onto their game they 
then forced me into signing that paper 
renouncing all claims on Senator Platt 
or the letters which had been stolen 
from me.”’ 

Miss Wood charges that she was 
brought to New York for no other pur- 
pose than to have her done away with. 
On one occasion while she was at the 
hotel, whither she had gone to look 
over the proofs of ‘‘The Love Letters 
of a Boss’’ she placed her pitcher out- 


side her room for some cracked ice 
which she had ordered, when agents of 
Wynne and Loeb, she alleges, placed a 
powder in it which would have caused 
her instant death if she had drunk the 
water. 

On another occasion ,secret service 
men from the American Express Co., 
She declares, who were the hirelings 
of Senator Platt, kept constant watch 
over her and one of these agents while 
dining with her at the hotel, according 
to Miss Wood, placed poiscn in her 
soup. She detected him in the act, 
however, and took none of it. Miss 
Wood declares she will get service on 
Secretary Loeb in her damage suit 
over the theft of the letters if she has 
to transfer tig, case to Washington, 
and that she will force him to tel] the 
truth about the whole conspiracy. 

“It was Secretary Loeb,”’ she contin- 
ued, “‘who telephoned Platt that I in- 
tended to sue him for breach of prom- 
ise, and I can prove that the telephon- 
ing was done from the White House. 
It was merely a political scheme and 
they expected to hold this over Platt’s 
head and make him support Roosevelt, 
for he had already announced that he 
would support some other candidate for 
the presidency.”’

COURT CANNOT DECIDE 


Pittsburg Tribunal Postpones 
Case in Hope Something May 
Happen to Help Solution. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 2.—John Fulton of 
Paterson, N. J., is trying to convince 
Mrs. Mary Fulton of this city that he 
is her long-lost husband, and to con- 
vince Andrew Fulton, former Mayor of 
the city, at present Delinquent Tax 
Collector, and one of the best-known 
men in Pittsburg that he is his long- 
lost brother. 

The story is one of the strangest that 
has been heard in the local courts for 
years and even the court was so puz- 
zled that today Judge McClung decided 
to let matters rest until next Tuesday 
in the hope that it may be straightened 
out in some manner. 

In 1857 Mrs. Mary Fulton was desert- 
ed by her husband. He left her alone 
with her two little children. and for 
five years she did not hear from him. 
He had been out of work when he left 
and went away to look for employment. 
After the expiration of five years Mrs. 
Fulton received a letter from Pater- 
son, N. J., to the effect that Fulton 
had reached that place, but that he was 
still looking for work. 
last time she heard from him. 

Some months ago, acting on the ad- 
vice of her attorneys, Mrs. Fulton de- 
cided to apply to the local courts to 
have her husband legally declared dead, 
that his estate. amounting to $1300, 
might be divided between herself and 
the children. Advertisements were in- 
serted in the Pittsburg, Paterson and 
Eastern papers to that effect. 

The result was that a letter was re- 
ceived a few weeks ago from a man 
who signed his name as John Fulton 
of Paterson, and who elaimed to be 
the husband. The court fixed today 
as the time for a hearing. 


John Fulton arrived in the city yes- 
terday from Paterson and at once went 
to the home of Mrs. Mary Fulton, whom 
he claims is hi8 wife. If he is her hus- 
band they have not seen each other for 
28 years. He entered the house as a 
Stranger and was received as such. 
Long and earnestly the man and the 
woman gazed at each other. The two 
children, grown to manhood and wom- 
anhood, were there, too. There was no 
recognition. Mrs. Fulton declared that 
Fulton looked like her husband, but she 
was not sure. Fulton said that she 
looked like his wife as he remembered 
her, but he was not sure, either. The 
children “were too young when their 
eta left to remember much about 

m. 

Fulton recalled things that happened 
years before which the woman remem- 
bered. She, too, recalled such inci- 
dents. He was perfectiy famillar with 
her history and she seemed to be fa- 
miliar with his. And yet there is doubt. 
Neither is quite sure they are husband 
and wife. 

This morning the case was called in 
court. Fulton and Mrs. Fulton and the 
children were there. Fulton expected 
that Andrew Fulton would be there, 
too, but he was unable to be present. 
So far he has not seen the Paterson 


an. 

Neither the man nor the woman 
could make a  ~»positive affidavit in 
court and the Judge, thoroughly puz- 
zled, finally postponed the case until 
next Tuesday and advised Fuiton to 
have a sufficient number of witnesses 
present to identify him. - 

Fulton had many friends here before 
he went away, but he doubts if they 
eould identify him if his wife cannot. 
He will, however, make a strong effort 
to find someone who knows him well 
enough to swear that he is the right 
man, 

Fulton is about 655 years old. The 
property which is in dispute was in- 
herited by him from’ the estate of his 
mother.

Ricketts, foreman of the Government 
Printing Office, was dismissed today on 
the charge of insubordination. 

Moreman Hay of the job printing 
the same department also 
was dismissed for the same cause. 

This is the first result of the scan- 
dalous condition in the big printing es- 
tabiishment, the expenses of which 


have risen in 10 years from a little more 


500, 600. 

ihe order of dismissal was signed by 
Public Printer Palmer, but it is under- 
stood that action was taken on instruc- 
tions from Oyster Bay. 

It is believed the retirement of Mr. 
Palmer soon will follow. He was to 
have soon retired from the office he 
has held so long, but the investigation 
recently conducted by the Keep Com- 
mission, it is understood, will have the 
effect of hastening his going. He is 
over (0 years old and the testimony 
guthered by the commission indicated 
that he has not had that degree of con- 
trol over the printing office which he 
should have. 

The dismissal of Ricketts and Hay, it 
is understood, is not the resuit of any 
recommendation by the commission, 
but rather comes from the condition 
reveaied by it. 

The immediate cause of the investi- 
gation by that body was the letting of 
a contract for 72 Lanston typesetting | 
machines. Public Printer Palmer made | 
the contract without consulting Rick- 
etts, who, as foreman of printing, is | 
regarded as the practical man of the | 
establishment. 

What witnesses told the vommission | 
indicated that, at times at least, Rick- 
etts conducted the affairs of the depart- 
ment without much regard to Mr. Palm- 
er. He was legally bound to consult his 


superior about the installation of the 
Lanston machines. 

The charges investigated by the Keep 
commission amourted to decilaratiuns 
that tne Lanston eontract, invoiving 
more than a quarter of a million dai- 
lars, was procured through the bribing 
of emp.oyes and officers of the estab- 
lishment by the use of Lanston stock. 
The inquiry did not disciose anything 
tO Warrant these dec.arations, so the 
President decided to let the contract 
stand. 

Ricketts was a candidate for the place 
of Public Printer and had the support 
of Senator Cullom and Speaker Cannon. 
The support of the Speaker was not as 
ardent as that of the Senator, but even

About 215 permits were issued for the 
erection of brick and 426 for 
buildings.

COTTON AND WHEAT 
GROW SIDE BY SIDE 


Minnesota and Texas Products 
Meet on Common Ground 
Here Because of Peculiar Cli- 
matic Conditions. 


The American Monthly Review of Re- 
views for September contains an excel- 
lent article on “Oklahoma, a Vigorous 
Commonwealth,’ by Clarence H. Mat- 
son. The following excerpts will be 
found of exceptional interest: 

Next year, too, the tribal governments 
Will pass out of existence and the In- 
dians will becotne actual citizens of the 
U'nited States. It will therefore be nec- 
essary to provide for Statehood or for 
a territorial government, and it is com- 
monly conceded that the twin Territor- 
ies will be admitted together as the 
State of Oklahoma. 

The coming of Statehood will give the 
whites in the Indian Territory many 
privileges that have been denied them 
heretofore. athey - have. been actual 
aliens in the past. They have been pow- 
erless to acquire title to homes or other 
real estate until recently, but they have 
been without voice in governmental af- 
fairs. The Indian has’ been the actual 
citizen. He has elected the governors, 
or chiefs, of the tribes and the tribal 
councils, and the Government schovls 
have been primarily for the Indian 
children. With Statehood all this w-h, 
of course, change and the whi-e 
man will govern. There will _ be 
hundreds of offices to fill at the firaet 
election in the indian Teritory—some of 


them choice plums. 

The Indians are by no means the wild 
and untutored savages that the name 
commonly suggests to Eastern people. 
ln many instances the Indian is a 
Steady tiller of the soil, as civilized as 
the whites. Good scnoois are main- 
tained for the indian chiidren, not only 
primary, but academic schvols as weil. 
Some of the leaders amoung the indiahs 
“ure accustumed tv alli the adva@lages 
of a high civilizaton. They have good 
houses and are well-to-do.

LADS IN THE TEENS 
EXECUTED IN RUSSIA. 


VIENNA. Sept. 2.—Private letters re- 
ceived here from Odessa give fresh and 
harrowing details of the repressive 
measures adopted after the late dis- 
orders. With the suppression of mob 
rule the reign of terror in the unfor- 
tunate town was not ended. The fears 
of the masses only increased the rags 
of the authorities, who weresarmed with 
full power, and as the regular ‘troops 
refused to assist in the wholesale exe. 
cutions, the work was handed over to 
the Cossacks. 

After a short examination those sen- 
tenced’ to death were taken to an open 
space outside the town, and there bound 
to posts and shot. Two well-dressed 
boys, aged 15 and 13. were among those 
taken to the place of execution. During 
a street tumult shots were fired from 
a house. The soldiers forced their way 
in, and demanded from the parents that 
they should surrender the boys who had 
fired. The lads confessed the act, and 
were taken away, and after a short ex- 
amination, in spite of their youth, were 
sentenced to death.

He would prob- 
ably sell it for $10,000 were he offered that 
much, although he. will not set a price on 
it at the present time. 

The Lawson pink, this Belleville man 
says, brought an enormous price because 
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Lawson was determined to have it. Some- 
body began ‘‘bulling the market’’ on the 
Boston financier and he simply bid above 
competition, thereby stopping further ar- 
gument. The notoriety given the Lawson 
pink—the ‘act that Lawson bought it for 
a tremendous price and the additional fact 
that he put it in charge of one of the most 
noted carnation raisers in America—all 
these things contributed to that flower’s 
‘mportance and inerea sed its -value until 
the Belleville floriculturist says that Law- 
son net only did not spend his money ex- 
travagantly when he bought the flower, 
but, on the other hand,- made a fortune 
from it. ‘ 

So if yon are wealthy and well-known 
and want to go into the pink business you 
can get a basis to start on in Belleville 
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that is better than the one Lawson had and 
it will cost you $20,000 less. Nor is this 
particular pink the:only one the Belleville 
man has. If you don’t care to pay $10,000 
for it you might buy another for $8000, or

Dr. Halstead is a dentist, although heé 
spends very little of his time at his office. 

His extensive carnation beds are in the 
rear of the buildings, one must go in- 
side to see them. Just now there is not 
much to see, for the buds are pinched off 
every night and only a few blooms are to 
be seen. They will not be allowed to 
bloom until next spring when they are to 
be exhibited. Dr. Halstead is president of 
the St. Louis Cut Flower and Plant Associ- 
ation. His standing among national flori- 
culturists and horticulturists was shown 
recently when he was. appointed one of the 
three judges at the meeting of the Society 
of American Florists and Ornamental Hor- 
ticulturists which met in Washington, D. 
‘., Aug. 15-19. Dr. Halstead was the only 
judge from the West; the other two being 
J. A. Manda of Orange, N. J., and A. M. 
Murdoek of Pittsburg, Pa. 

As yet no name has been given Dr. Hal- 
stead’s new carnation hybrids,, They are 
known simply as White No. 10 and Red 
No. 14. Names may be given them later, 
or, in ease they are sold, the purchaser 
may be allowed to name them.

oceasioned remark, there were a few in- 
quiries which developed that a man named 
Wixford, employed at the Waterworks as 
a chemist, had discovered a clarifving 
process. The city increased his salary 
from $1600 to $2400 as a reward—and the 
incident was forgotten. Within sixty days 
after he was publicly given credit for do- 
ing the community a great service Wix- 
ford lapsed into obscurity and not one 
citizen in 10,000 could have recalled hear- 
ing the name Wixford, or could heave re- 
membered what Wixford had done. 
_ But the discovery was too important 
and far-reaching to remain obseure. Chem- 
ists and engineers w -estling with the water 
problem in hundreds of cities heard of it. 
The scientific journals heralded it. Ex- 
perts inquired of it. Some of them came 
to'see it. 

And all the while Wixford was further 
perfecting his system, until it has now 
reached that magical stage where it may be 
safely said to be the greatest water clarify- 
ing process discovered, considered from the 


viewpoints of cost, effectiveness and orig- 


inality. Developments of his discovery 
have come thick and fast with Wixford in 
the last few weeks. Other cities have sig- 
nified their intention to adopt his system.

the Patent Office in his defense.

How the St. Louis Water Is Cieared. 
= By JOHN F. WIXFORD. « 


HE process of purifying the St. Louis water consists in first adding to the raw water 
a3 from the river, before it enters the pumps, a solution of ferrous sulphate in a continu- 
ous stream and in such a quantity as to represent a proportion of two grains of fer- 
rous sulphate (corresponding to about ope-half of a grain of iron) to every gallon of \water 
treated. After this the water thus treated passes through the pumps at the Chain of Rocks 
and then plunges into a delivery well, where it is thoroughly mixed with a continuous stream 
of milk of lime. The amount of milk of lime added represents a proportion of six grains of 
lime to every gallon of water treated on the average. 

From the delivery well it flows in a conduit to a series of six large settling basins where, 
in consequence of the previous addition of iron and lime, the mud settles out almost immediate- 
ly. From the settling basins the clarified water enters a long conduit which delivers it to the 
various high-service pumping stations, and these pump the water into the city’s system of 
water mains under a high pressure. 

As soon as the ferrous sulphate is added to the water the substance is change to a 
harmless iron compound of the same character as the iron compounds in the natural chalybeate 
or iron waters. In fact. the first treatment simply changes the raw water to a harmless 
iron water. Now, upon the addition of milk lime to the water-thus treated, the iron imme- 
diately comes out in the shape of solid flakes of iron rust; but only a very small portion of 
the lime added suffices for this, and the balance of the lime combines with the original con- 
stituents of the water itself and changes them to solid white compounds which contain ‘not 
only all the lime that was added to the water, but in addition some of the lime compounds

Some of thes: white compounds are flaky and 
flakes of iron rust in causing the suspended impurities to coagulate or curdle. 
great crystallizing power and attach themselves to the red iron precipitate and thus coat it 
white, removing altogether the staining power of the iron. 

All these reactions and crystallizations. caus¢ a wonderful coagulation in the water. and

And the resulting water is not only clear; it is purer by far than filtered water.

has made water one of his special studies througb- 


out his professional life. He had been an attache 
of the St. Louis Water Department for eight years, 
and knew the problem with wh‘ch the department 


has been wrestling from the time the waterworks 
were built. He was specially engaged in October, 
1903, to devise a means of clearing the water of 
St. Louis for the World’s Fair year. And he did it. 

John Wixford is 45. He has the dome forehead 
of a thinker. He is medium-sized and spectacied. 
lie was born in St. Louis, of German parentage, at 
the southwest corner of Ninth and Monroe streets. 
He lives there today. The principal room in his 
store-like house is his private laboratory. He was 
sitting outside the door, on the sidewalk, when a 
representative of the Sunday Post-Dispatch called 
upon him a few evenings ago. Wixford told the 
story of his discovery.

“Mr, Adkins, the Water Commissioner, came here 
in October, 1903,” he said, “and engaged me to as- 
sist them in an effort to clarify the St. Louis wa- 
ter. [I had been with the department eight’ years 
under a former Commissioner, and the subject was 
one with which I was naturally familiar. I began 
the experiments in October 1903, and worked 
through the winter with them. 

“Early in 1904, when I had despaired doing any- 
thing with a system with which we had been work- 
ing, | came in this laboratory one night gnd be- 
gan some experiments upon rather new lines. | 
was alone, and my lucky star must have been shin- 
ing, for that night I hit upon the lead to the process 
which was perfected and established at the Chain 
of Rocks. 

“The discovery came quickly, and it was a sur- 
prise to us all. We had been experimenting with 
‘the Quincy process,’ and had given more than two 
months to futile attempts to make it solve the 
clear water problem at St. Louis, Finally, | cast 
it aside and sought to originate something applicable 
to the local situation. The condition here demand- 
ed an exceptional remedy, St. Louis uses some 
eighty million gallons of water a day, and some 
processes which might suffice with smaller volumes 
of water are entirely inadequate here because of 
the great volume of water used, 

“I was working over there in this room one 
night last winter. My dav’s work for the city 
was done. But I was so eager to hit upon some- 
thing that would solve the problem that I worked 
here in my private laboratory after supper. I shall 
never forget that night. My lead to the new proc- 


‘ous eame to me that night, and I went to bed feel- 


ing, for the first time since Mr, Adkins engaged 
me, that IT had hit upon something that promised

“The process I had hit upon was startling in its 
simplicity and inexpensiveness. When you con- 
sider that most of the big cities of America have 
spent or are spending millions upon extensive fil- 
tration plants and that some of these vast expen- 
ditures have been totally lost, as at New Orleans, 
you will understand how incredible it seemed to 
my associates at the Chain of Rocks when I pre- 
dicted that we would solve the problem here with 
no more pretentious plant than a couple of boxes, 
one supplying lime and the other iron. Some of 
the people at the works laughed at me, and I 
didn’t blame them, for it seemed ridiculous that I 
should propose clearing the water in this way with- 
out at least having the expensive tanks which a 
chemical process of this nature has always de- 
manded. 

“After that night we made swift progress. There 
were details, to perfect and obstacles to surmount, 


but before the end of March, 1904, the process was 


established and the revelation of clear water had 


come. 
“Since then we have steadily improved the process 
from times te time and have discovered that 
quantities of chemicals used must vary from time 
to time, according to need. For instance, while

“Naturally, we were jubilant over our discovery 
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and I remained in the service of the Water Depart- 


ment. The first year the clarification piant was in 
operation it cost the city about $120,000, which coy- 
ered the cost of the materials used. These amount 
to some two carloads of lime apd a short half car 
of iron every day. 

“The small cost of securing such fine resulta has 
naturally attracted a great deal of attention among 
water experts. A great many inquiries have been 
made, and we have had visitors to see the plant.

ghosts of all the men they had made drunk. 
The eager light will lance into and seatter 
the black shadows. Startled bats. will 
dart out, the gray grime of years on thei: 
wings. A swarm of flies will rise out of 
the wreck and fly ‘confusedly the 
prostrate saloons and beaneries in that dis- 
comfited way of bees whose hives are de. 
stroyed. Sansculottes of the city will look 
on In sad groups from the corners, old men 
with beards of the patriarchs and the staff 
of Van Winkle will shake their heads and 
exclaim after Mare Antony. ‘‘How hath the 
mighty fallen!’’

Post-Dispatch the ex- 
traordinary pictures which ilustrate the 
condition of the Aurora, the Oleg and the 
Jemtchug, Admiral Enquist’s Russian 
squadron, which took part in the Battle of 
the Sea of Japan, when it arrived at Ma- 
nila. Thése pictures are extremely inter- 
esting, both to naval experts and to the 


general public. They show the terrible ef- 


fect of Togo’s gun fire in the greatest bat- 
‘tle of the history of naval warfare. That 
the fire was not thoroughly effective, how- 
ever, is demonstrated by the fact that the 
three vessels now interned at Manila were 
entirely seaworthy and were not so badly 
damaged as to be put out of action. The 
reason for this is explained by Lieut. Pow- 
elson, whose comments on the condition of 
the vessels and the evidences of the holes 
in their sides are given below. Lieut. Pow- 
elson thinks that the shells making large 
holes exploded before they struck the ships. 
thus making them far less dangerous to the 
men on board ship and the machinery of 
the vessel. : 

The fact that the vessels were n@ in- 
jured below the water line raises the inter- 
esting question whether or not Admira! 
Enquist, who was in command of these ves 
sels, was justified in ceasing to fight and 
running for shelter. This point ean only be 
determined by a careful examination of the 
circumstances. This squadron of one sec- 
end-class and two third-class cruisers 
would not, of course. stand the slightest 
chance of survival or of doing effective 
work against Togo’s fleet, but whether the 
Admiral left the scene of battle before he 
was assured that he could not give effective 
aid to other vessels. or whether he aban- 
doned the scene of the conflict through fear 
or through accidental separation in the fog 
and confusion, can only be determined by 
a full knowledge of the facts. Lieut. Pow- 
elson declines to express any opinion on 
this subject, remarking: ‘‘You must draw. 
your. own inferences.’ 

The pictures, however, are the first of the 
kind that have been published by an Ameri- 
ean newspaper. They admirably illustrate 
the damage inflicted by the Japanese shells.

A concession to the 
rage for checks is made in certain but- 
tons, round or square, which are first 
covered with canvas and then em- 
broidered with silk floss in two cone 
trasting colors, or two shades of one 
color, the under and over stitch form- 
ing little checks in the two colors.

Sometimes a ring of color will be 
filled in by an embroidered dot of white 
or contrasting color, or perhaps a ring 
of white may hold a fleck of bright 
color within it. Rings heavily embroid- 
ered on one side and shading to a mere 
line in width on the other side are 
another development of this design, and 
a remarkably pretty wool voile in pearl 
sBray had embroidered silk circles of 
this kind-in graduated sizes, from small 
wafer size to the size of a cent, scat- 
tered thickly over its surface. 

The little leaf is another popular de- 
sign for the embroidered stuffs, and in 
some cases the small leaf Is embroid- 
ered in shaded color. A cafe au Iiit 
voile, for example, had a leaf design, 
shaded from a soft green to white, 
and a white cotton voile was sprinkled 
with minute leaves shading from orange 
to white.

CURE FOR HICCOUGH.—Hirccough is 
usually a sign of stomach derangement, 
and is often caused by babies being fed 
at irregular intervals, either too fre- 
quently or not frecuently enovgh. ¢ 
teasnoonful of fluid magnesia should be 
given once or twice, and this will proba- 
bly cure the hiccough. 


WASHING BABY’'S TEETH. — 
baby’s teeth should be daily- washed.

WHEN TO FEED AN INFANT.—The 
quan.ity and frequency of food given to 
an infant must, of course, be regulated 
by the age of the child and its digestive 
powers. In the early weeks of its life, 
as in ordinary nursing, the quantity 
must be small—abort six or eight table- 
spor nfuls—and the supply more frequent 
than afterwards, for the stomach of a 
very young infant can only bear a small 
amount of nourishment at a t me; but 
as a chid grows older the quantity must 
be increased by degrees, and a little ex- 
perience will soon teach the mother to 
know the amcunt required. As a rule, 
ifter the first month, the child will 
require feeding every three hours. The 
zreat error in feeding the young is in 
giving them too much. 


WHEN TO EXERCISE’ BABY.—The 
baby should be taken out into the air 
daily, except when the weather is wet or 
very cold. It does the infant no harm 
for it to s'eep’ when it is out of doors 
if it be well wrapped up. The exercise 
out of doors should be long before night 
and at times when the weather is most 
azreecable—not too hot and not too cold. 


REDCTOTHES FOR CHILDREN.— 
The amount of clothing required by a 
child at night depends a good deal upon 
the warmth of the house and a'so upon 
the restlessness of the ch'ld. One who 
sleers quietly and does not throw off 
the bedclothes will need fewer garments 
than one who tosses about and is con- 
stantly uncovered. A thin undersh'rt, 
not the one worn during the day, and a 
flannel night-dress are usually suffi- 
cient. If the house is warm, the tem- 
perature nct falling below 60 degrees, 
the outer garment, which should reach 
to the toes, may be of flannelette.
